OBJECTIONS TO OLD METHCD 


Indianapolis, .lan. 24.—To change 
v the present law concerning the distri­ 
bution 
of the 
so-called 
“deficiency 
fund” of the state school revenue, by 
which corporations which fail to col­ 
lect sufficient revenue to carry on their 
schools for the length of time required 


oy taw are aided by the state treasury, 
a bill which embodies the views of 
Gov. Marshall, Charles A. Greathouse, 
state superintendent of public instruc­ 
tion, and the state board of education, 
of which the governor is ex officio 
member, has been prepared. 
Under the present Jaw the common 
schools m ust 
be m aintained for at 
least six months every year. 
When a 
school corporation levies a tax of 20 
cents on the $100 of taxables and does 
not raise a sufficient amount to early 
on the school for six months, it is en­ 
titled to aid from the state “deficiency 
fund.” 
W hen the corporation desires 
to carry on its schools for seven 
months, it shall levy a tax of 35 cents, 
and if th at does not raise sufficient 
revenue, then it shall be entitled to aid 
from the state to carry on its schools 
for seven months. 
Three per cent of 
the total amount of the state school 
revenue is now set aside by the audi­ 
tor of state for the “deficiency fund.”

The Bill’s Provisions. 
The bill which has been drawn pro­ 
vides that for six months of school the 
school corporation shall be required to 
levy a tax of at least 40 cents on the 
$100, while such corporations wishing 
to m aintain school for seven months 
shaJl levy a tax of at least 50 cents. 
The bill provides also that 5 per cent 
of the total tuition fund in the state 
shall he set aside for the “deficiency 
fund.” 
In order to benefit by the “deficiency 
fund” under the 
proposed act, the 
school corporation must not only have 
followed the provisions of the act as 
outlined, but m ust pay the teachers no 
more than the minimum wage now 
determined by law for teachers in the 
common schools, and must pay its 
high school teachers it employs wages 
not larger than a sum to be fixed by 
the state board of education. 
Tn dis­ 
tributing the “deficiency fund” annual­ 
ly, on March 1. the state superinten­ 


dent of public 
instruction, who fs 
placed in charge of the distribution, 
shall be required to m ake the distribu­ 
tion according to the ratio of the in­ 
dividual school corporation’s requests 
to the total amount of such assistance 
asked. 
* 
Distribution by Ratio. 
W hen Robert J. Aley, who preceded 
Mr. 
Greathouse 
as 
superintendent, 
made his first distribution under the 
provisions of the present “deficiency 
fund” act, he introduce^ the feature 
of distribution by ra tio / Formerly the 
distribution had been made according 
to the demands as they had been re­ 
ceived, and such m anner of distribu­ 
tion resulted in a shortage of about 
$60,000, which is still due a num ber 
of teachers in the southern part of 
the state. 
Under Mr. Aley the distri­ 
bution was %>t sufficient to carry all 
the sehoolsX ) the close of the six or 
seven m onths’ term s which they had 
determined on, and all schools thus 
obtaining help were cut short in their 
term s by one week, but no shortage 
from the fund distribution was per­ 
mitted and all teachers were paid for 
all work done by them. 
It was found at that time that for­ 
merly township trustees and town 
school corporations had been paying 
wages, in some places far in excess of 
the minimum wage law provisions, 
Local Forestry Boards. 
In order that forestry association 
boards in each county, city, town or 
township of the state may be incorpor­ 
ated for the purpose of acquiring and 
holding public forests for the benefit 
of the communities, the Indiana F or­ 
estry association will cause a bill to be 
introduced in the legislature which 
would make provision for such boards. 
The bill would permit local forestry 
boards to accept contributions from 
county commissioners, common coun­ 
cils or town boards of trustees for the 
purpose of acquiring and preserving 
public forests, so as to produce trees 
suitable for lumber and other purposes 
and for reforesting. 
The bill provides 
that the board may perm it the forests 
to be used as public playgrounds and 
for picnic purposes. 
It is specified 
that every association shall nam e in 
its articles five persons interested in 
the subject of forestry as the forestry 
board, 
and 
that 
each 
board 
shall 
choose its officers, including a forester, 
fix their duties and require bonds for 
the performance of such duties. 
On 
the death, resignation or removal of 
any m em ber of such board the mem­ 
bers remaining shall select some fit 
person to fill Buch vacancy, and m em ­ 
bers of the board shall serve without 
compensation and hold during good 
behavior.

It is to be hop ed that the county 
sp elling contest not only will benefit 
the students that took p art in it, but 
that it will interest the p ublic in sp ell­ 
ing, and work an all-around benefit. 
This is the p urp ose that the state su­ 
p erintendent of p ublic instruction had 
in mind when he suggested sp elling 
contests. 
Forty y ears ago sp elling was a re­ 
quirement of p ublic schools. 
Then 
for y ears it drop p ed out, and Indiana 
has reared a generation of graduates 
from the common » schools who can 
not sp ell many of the most simp le 
words in every day use. 
“Which” is 
sp elled with a “t.” “Disap p ear,” is 


sp elled with a double 
a sin­ 
gle “p .” 
“Sep arate” is sp elled with 
three “e’s.” 
One of the first requis­ 
ites of a newsp ap er man is to be able 
to sp ell, and every cub rep orter has 
to take a course in the 
ITardknox 
school of sp elling before he is worth 
his salt. 
Deficiency in sp elling has 
cast a reflection on the p ublic schools 
of Indiana that the schools do not 
really deserve: 
and if the sp elling 
contests do no other great good, they 
at least may p ut the selools in a bet­ 
ter light with the sp ejflers of forty 


y ears ago. 
Sp elling is not a science, at least 
not to must of us. It is simp ly a p rop ­ 
osition of memorizing the letters that 
go to make up different words. 
The 
p honetics of sp elling furnish only a 
p oor guide. 
English has acquired so 
much of so many different tongues 
that a word 
that is 
p ronounced 
“ shofer” is sp elled “ chauffer,” while 
the war in South 
Africa 
gave us 
“trek” for our every day vocabulary , 
and aero 
navigation has 
given up 
“ aerop lane.” 
One must memorize his letters un­ 
less he can study out a sy stem for 
sp elling of his own. And when there 
have been cases of 
“ sy stems” for 
sp elling, it has often been found that 
to memorize the sy stem is as great 
a task as to learn the sp elling without 


it. 
For ex amp le, not so long ago a 
minister brought in an obituary in 
which traveling was sp elled “ travell­ 
ing.” 
The word was sp elled with a 
sinerle “1” in the p rinted article. The 
minister objected, saving that a short 
vowel takes a double consonant. The 
dictionary showed that the double “1” 
was right, but the single letter was 
p referable. 
And so the 
minister’s 
rule was disp roven. 
That rule, how­ 
ever. is actually 
a help in 
many 
o -a ses. The only difficulty is to re­ 
member when to and when not to ap ­ 


p ly it.

PROVISIONS OF THE MEASURE 


A bill p roviding for the licensing 
of fishermen at the rate of $1 ap iece, 
designed to raise revenue for re­ 
stocking the streams of the State 
with fish, has been simultaneously in­ 
troduced in the house and senate by 
Rep resentative Buenagel and Sena­ 
tor Hauek. 
The license also entitled 
a man to hunt, being in this resp ect 
a combination 
fishing and 
hunting 
license. 
The State licenses hunters 
now, but this is the first 
effort 
to 
license fishermen. 
The bill p rovides that the father 
of a family is not required to take 
but one license for himself and fam ­ 
ily , p rovided he has no boy s over 18 
y ears of age, in which case the boy 
or boy s must have sep arate licenses. 
At p resent the hunting license fees 
go to p ay the ex p enses of the fish and 
game commissioner’s office. The new 
bill will p rovide an addition revenue, 
which the fish and game commission­ 
er is i>orn)itted to sp end at his dis­ 
cretion for the p erp etuation of hunt­ 
ing and fishing p rivileges. 


Phoenix , Ariz., Jan. 21: Having a ¡p asture as no other grass does so 
little leisure time on hand and think­ 
ing y ou would give sp ace for a scrib­ 
ble from this western town I thought 
I would write the Rep ublican a letter. 
I left Indianap olis the day after 
Thanksgiving, hurried across to To­ 
p eka Kan., and stop p ed off 
to visit

There is some good country around 
this p lace good crop s of coffee, corn, 
alfalfa, and cotton. There is a great 
many colored p eop le southeast of this 
p lace, one town that is all negroes. 
All the rail road stations have wait­ 
ing rooms (for colored p eop le) in one 
end of the dep ot. 
There are no Colored p orters on 
the local trains, while the overlands 
are well sup p lied with colored p or­ 
ters. 
Guthrie has lost out as a Cap itol 
City . 
Oklahoma City is now and will 
be liencei'orth and forever the eap itol. 
The city is well built. 
A few of the 
buildings are twelve stories high. The 
Morris comp any of Chicago has es­ 
tablished stocky ards and a big p ack­ 
ing p lant there. Every thing is of the 
best and up -to-date. 
They emp loy 
300 men. 
On Dec. 30, 1 resumed my journey 
westward down to Tucumcari in the 
east edge of New Mex ico and then 
ge» t on the main line of the Rock Is­ 
land, thenee to El Paso on the South­ 
ern Pacific 
Road. 
I went on 
the 
Southern Pacific toManieoha, 40 miles 
south of Phoenix and switched off for 
the eap itol of Arizona. 
Phoenix is a bum town with sage 
bush, cactus and Mesquite bushes in 
the state-house 
y ard. 
The 
State 
house is about as large as the Rush- 
ville court house. 
It looks more like 
a college building than a Statehouse. 
The town Is fairly well laid out with 
common width streets 
on 
comp ass 
lines with low square buildings, very 
few being mo re tha n two sto ries hig h. 
There will be a‘ territorial election 
the 9 th of February to decide on the 
p rop osed constitution 
for 
the new 
State, but there are so many conflict­ 
ing interests at stake it is doubtful 
whether it carries.
